There was one strong point In favor 
of the Boers,\ however. They knew

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Easy and Ornamental to Grow 
. Own Fruit 

“Grow your own fruits” may ound 
fantastic to the average home owner 
with only a house and lot but it can 
be done to some extent on even the 
smallest plece, according to F. F. 
Rockwell, expert horticulturist writ- 
ing in the current issue of “Your 
Home Magazine.” 

“The home growing of fruits,” he 
declares, “is well worth while in and 
even on the small place there is us- 
ually room for at least some. 
Peaches, grapes, plums and dwarf 
fruit trees would be worth planting 
as ornamentals alone even if they 
bore no fruit. Serving a dual purpose 
as they do, they are doubly worth 
while. Dwarf apple and pear trees 
and cherry trees occupy little space, 
are not difficult'to grow, and In the 
spring equal the most beautiful of 
flowering. shrubs. And there is no 
comparison between being able to 
have on your table fruits picked 
from your own trees, and those which 
have been bought.” 

According to Mr, Rockwell, “Most 
fruits ‘with the exception of straw- 
berres, need not have a certain 
amount of space set aside and devot- 
ed exclusively te them. They may,” 
he points out, “be worked into the 
general planting scheme. Grapes, 
for instance, may be used over arbors 
or to cover trellises; Wlackberries 
and raspberries may be frown against 
a fence or a wall; fruit trees may be 
planted about the boundry line or in 
a corner where they will fit into the 
general planting plan, without occupy- 
ing lawn @pace. The same is true of 
currants \and gooseberries, which 
make quite attractive flowering 
shrubs. For dwarf apple trees you 
will have to allow about sixteen feet, 
that is, about eight feet on either 
side. For plums, cherries, quinces 
and dwarf pears (which are grown 
on quince stock), allow ten to fifteen 
feet. Grapes may. be planted six to 
eight feet apart. Raspberries about 
three feet apart in a row, with five 
to six feet between rows,-if there) is 
more than one, Blackberries will re- 
quire a foot or so more each way.

For sterilizing, steam unde® pres- 
sure, the most satisfactory agent, is 
seldom available, In ite absence, 
a sufficient quantity of boiling 
water gives good results. Pails 
strainers, etec,, after washing are 
sealded by pouring a pint of boil- 
ing water over the entire inner 
jsurface; cans are best treated by 
pouring in a quart of boiling water, 
replacing the lid, and rolling the 
can along the floor to ensure 
thorough sealding of the inner sur- 
face. As the temperature of the 
water drops over 50 degrees F, dur- 
ing this operation, a fresh quantity 
;must be provided for each utensil, 
‘Unless this is done, good results 
cannot be hoped for. 

Because of the saving in time 
and fuel, chlorine solutions are be- 
ling used in some districts to re- 
place the scalding treatment, and 
; where used intelligently -have equa) 
or superior sterilizing efficiency. 
Cans and pails are carefully rinsed 
with chlorine solu‘ion as in the 
scalding treatment, or immersed for 
one minute. in a tank -containing. 
the solution. Either is satisfactory 
provided the utensils are well 
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must 


lwashed and the chlorine solution is 


up to strength. Further details re- 
garding this-method may be obtain- 
ed trom,’Division of Bacteriology 
Central Experimental Farm. 
Following sterilization, unless 
used immedia ely, utensils should 
be inverted upon a draining rack to 
dry.- Except during the cold 
weather, an outdoor rack placed in 
the sun is desirable. With . free 
circulation of air, the utensils will 
soon dry, checking the multipli- 
cation of the few surviving bacteria 
and ensuring tha: the benefits of 
the sterilizing treatment will not be 
jost through further development 
of bacteria in) the moisture inside

On our homeward journey through 
India we were the guests of the Ma- 
haraja of Datia, where we stayed a 
few days. The Prime Minister told 
us that, when he had arrived in Datla 
some years before, he had found the 
place infested with monkeys, which 
were rapidly destroying the roofs of 
all the bulldings. These cunning 
creatures ‘werd addicted to the de- 
lightful pastime of tearing’ heavy 
tiles off the roofs of the houses and 
throwing them down on fhe passers- 
by in the streets, sometimes with fa- 
tal results. In the course of time they 
had developed a breed ~ of monkey 
marksthen who seldom missed. 

Now Datia is a Hindu state, and 

the followers of this religion have a 
tenet which forbids the taking of life 
of any sort; so the monkeys were left 
unmolested. The new Prime Minister 
decided that something must be done, 
and so he advised the Maharaja to of- 
fer 6 rupees as reward for every mon- 
key captured and brought alive to the 
cages, outside the palace. 
The news of this. drastic action 
spread all over the countryside and 
was strongly condemned by the Ma- 
haraja or a neighboring state. The 
critic even went so far as to say that 
he was fond of: monkeys, and that 
they were allowed to roam about his 
domain unmolested, ‘ 

In the meantime at Datia hundreds 
monkeys were being captured dally, 
and very soon there was not a simian 
left roaming free. The Prime Minis- 
ter was now faced with the problem 

fot disposing of them. He hit upon 
the bright idea of having them packed 
in baskets and loaded on board a spe- 
celal train which was dispatched to the 
neighboring state of the Maharaja 
who professed a liking for monkeys. 
When the train arrived in the chief 
town, several hundred miles‘ from 
Datia, the animals were unloaded and 
let loose as a special gift to the po- 
‘tentate.. 

It was a huge practical joke, and 
was talked of all over India. The poor 
Maharaja who had condemned Datia's 
action could say nothing, although in- 
wardly he must have been furious. 

A Longitudinal Survey of Africa 

By Afr. 

After more than three months away 
from home I landed on the Croydon 
airdrome in the early spring, com- 
pleting thie first of a series of three 
big flights of survey of Empire Air 
Routes. 

Our next big flight was from Lon- 
don to Cape Town and back. For this 
trip I selected the identical De Havil-

Soon after this we got through the 
storm and I was able to give the en- 
gine full throttle, so that we covered 
that 100 miles in about 46 minutes. 

When I arrived at Basra I searched. 
for a mud bank where I might 
the machine without damaging the 
floats, but I knew that it was going 
to be a one-man job.

ate Studies 
At the University 
Of Toronto 


The University of Toronto is gain- 
ing wide recognition for the oppor- 
tunities’ which {it offers to college 
graduates to pursue post-graduate 
atudies and research work. The Pro- 
yinelal University has always en- 
couraged advanced and specialized 
studies, but in comparatively recent 
times the enrolment has increased so 
greatly that a re-organization of the 
whole field became necessary in 1922, 
when the School of Graduate Studies 
was established with Dr. McMurrich, 
Professor of Anatomy, as Dean. 

In 1920 there were 166 students en- 
rolled. This year there are slightly 
over 400. While the large majority of 
students are graduates of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, there are men and wo- 
men from over thirty other univers!- 
ties and colleges. Fifteen uhiverst- 
tiles and colleges in Canada are repre- 
sented, among these the western unil- 
vyersities are conspicuous with a total 
of twenty-nine students of whom 
eleven come from British Columbia. 
The provision of scholarships to as- 
sist students from the west, primar- 
ily, accounts in part for the relatively 
large number drawn from those pro- 
vinces. Many other countries and na- 
tlonalities are reprercnted; for in- 
stance, Russia contributes three 
young men who are studying the 
Canadian science of Agriculture, and 
a young woman, native of India, ts 
doing medical research work. _ The 
high reputation which this University 
holds throughout the world may be 
judged when it is realized that the 
foreigt: students select Toronto after 
investigating what other institutions 
ot higher learning have to offer.

Seventy-Six Cars Equippe 

The >government-owned railway of 
Canada operates seventy-six 
similarly equipped on its runs from 
coast to coast, Practically any of the 
longer trips to Canada may now be 
mate more pleasant with the enter- 
tainment afforded by the radio. 

Whether One travels In the east or 

west of Canada on the Canadian Na- 
tional Road, and a parlor car is at-

In most of the cara the receiver 
used is a four-tube reflex, doing the 
duty of a’ six-tube set, with a three 
stage power amplifier for use with the 
loudspeaker, This receiver is special- 
ly made for the railway company and 
{9 not found on the market although 
at one time it was among the sets on 
sale to the public. The choice of his 
set and the five-tube neutrodyne of the 
same make on the newer cars, such 
as the Boston-Montreal, was only 
made after exhaustive tests had been 
conducted with a great variety of re 
celvers. Loop aeriale and super 
heterodynesa were found to be useless 
on moving trains, especially steel cars, 
which make up the majority of those 
on the Canadian lines. There are 
atill sets being tried out for new cara, 
and all the cara being built as parlor 
ears are now wired for the purpose 
while under construction.

Afterwards the provincial detec- 
tives worked with the Belleville 
authorities on the mystery but no 
solution was ever reached, although 
the feeling was expressed by many 
that Joseph was not likely the as- 
sassin of his brother and that Joseph 
did not suicide, but that some one 
might have broken into his cell and 
stabbed him-in the neck, 

Details of these cases are being 
sent to Rochester, N, Y. by the pro- 
vincial police.

The British acquiesced in the fait 
accompli and even continued to sub- 
sidize Ibn Saud. But there arose the 
question, once again, whether the vic- 
tor would be satisfied even yet with 
hia success, and if dissatisfied, what 
would be his next objective? 
In the world of Islam the Sultans 
of Turkey have been Caliphs or 
Spiritual heads of the faith. With 
the deposition of the Sultans by the 
Turks themselves the Caliphate fell 
into abeyance. Shortly before his fall 
King Hussein, as trustee for Mecca, 
had declared himself Caliph, but there 
were other possibilities—the Aga 
Khan, the Amir of Afghanistan and 
the Sultan of Morocco among them— 
to say nothing of King Fuad of Egypt. 
The candidature of King Hussein, 
therefore, was unconfirmed when he 
fell into obscurity. There arose the 
question, therefore, whether Ibn Saud 
would follow his example. Would the 
Caliphate be his next acquisition? 
Clearly his territories in Arabla, con- 
sisting of the Hedjaz and Nejd,; gave 
him a sufficient basis of temporal 
power on which to found such a claim.

PREPARING LAND 
FOR CELERY 


Peep, rich loamy soils are pre- 
ferred for celery, though very good 
crops can be grown on light soils! 
and on muck or swamp soils pre- 
vided plenty of moisture is supplied 
in the first instance and drainage 
in the second, Celery is a mois-' 
ture loving plant and a = gross} 
feeder. The celery bed should be! 
located near a water supply so that 
it may be easily available during, a 
spell of drouth.

In choosing a location for the 
celery bed any well-worked garden 
or root land that was deeply worh- 
ed And heavily manured the pre- 
vious season would be suitable, 
The early celery is grown in trench- 
es four feet apart with the plants 
eight inches in the row. The main 
crop celery is grown in trenches 
five feet apart in doub‘e alternate 


lrows with eight inches between the 


These trenches 
are prepared just as early in the 
season as possible so that they may 
be ready as soon as the plants are 
large enough to be transplanted 
from the hot beds. 

The trenches are dug eigh’een 
inches wide and from twelve to

In the Summer of 
192% a thorough survey of the region 
was mado by Dr. Ps L. Mercanton. 
Several pieces of the original rock 
were identified and under one of them 
was discovered somé of the straw 
which served Agassiz and his com- 
panions as bedding. The total dis- 
tance traveled by the -“hotel” up to 
ithat time was found to be about 4.6 
kilometers, or a little less than three 
miles. . 


The fragments were examined in 
1925 and -1926. Their inscriptions 
have néarly disappeared 
identification is now difficult.

If the 
compression, however, is much higher 
than the average now on the market 
the increase in power and in number 
of miles per gallon of gasoline are 
not likely to be obtained unless just 
the exact grade of gasoline can be 
secured which will provide the best 
performance. If a person gets a 
low compression engine he can use 
almost any kind of ordinary gasoline 
by without the inconvenience 
of engine knocking. However, he will 
have less power and use more gaso- 
line for travelling a given number of

ing an engine having as high com- 
pression as can be driven with fairly 
good resultts with the fuel available. 
‘ Take the matter of the amount of 
inflation in automobile tires. With the 
introduction of the balloon type of 
tire, which has now become practic- 
ally universal in use, & person can 
follow one of three procedures. He 
can secure greater riding comfort and 
greater wear and tear on his tires by 
having them somewhat underinflated. 
In the second place, he can perhaps 
get.a greater amount of mileage out 
of his tires and less comfort in riding 
by having them inflated above the 
number of pounds pressure recom- 
mended by the manufacturer. The 
third possibility is one of compromise 
whereby the motorist follows the in- 
structions of the manufacturers and 
get an inflation which gives more 
comfort than’ the old style tires gave 
and at the same time does it without 
too great.a sacrifice in the matter of 
wear and tear, 

Possibly there is one place in a mo- 
torist’s experience where compromise 
is not advisable, This is in reference 
to matters gps to safety. For 
instance, the operator of an automo- 
bile may be tempted to compromise 
in the matter of his braking facilities. 
He may feel that if he can bring his 
car to a stop within a reasonable dis- 
tance he is fairly well protected. In 
a case of this kind he cannot afford 
to compromise. He should be sure 
that his brakes and all other parts of 
his automobile which are largely re- 
lated to safe operation should be 80 
adjusted as to insure such safe pro- 
cedure beyond reasonable doubt. A 
motorist may compromise on the 
color of his“car, upon the upholstery 
used in the interior, upon the design 
of the radiator cap or the make of 
the carburetor, but he cannot afford 
to compromise on any part of the au- 
tomobile which may be the means of 
saving human life. -

Fertilizers are not the doubtful pro- 
ducts they were a generation or long- 
er ago, nor are they limited to a few 
brands and descriptions. Plant food 
materials and mixtures occupy a con- 
siderable place in commerce and in- 
dustry, and their production involves 
heavy investment of capital and oc- 
cupation. In all Canada more than 
sixty firms are turning out fertilizers 
of simple or complex. form involving 
almost three hundred brands. These, 
with the exception of certain standard 
materials including sulphate of am- 
monia and superphosphate, have all 
to be registered with the Dominion 
Seed Commissioner whose branch of 
the Dept. of Agriculture administers 
The Fertilizers Act. In this adminis- 
tration the many brands of commer- 
cial fertilizers are inspected and 
analyzed to see that the buying public 
are not imposed upon or defrauded 
when the fertilizer is purchased sub- 
ject to analysis with manufacturers 
and importers are required to guar- 
antee in percentage of nitrogen, phos- 
phorie acid and potash, the three es- 
sential plant foods.
